Learn  how  soil,  water  and  sunlight  help  a seedling  grow.

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The  forest  is  the  home  of  many  wild  animals.  What 
animals  have  you  seen  in  the  woods?  Where  do  they 
get  their  food?

Forests  keep 
the  streams  cool  and  clean. 


When  forest  fires  burn  the  woods,  the  water 
in  streams  gets  dirty.  Dirty  water  can  kill  the  fish. 
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When  treesgetold  and  big, 
they  are  ready  to  be  used. 
Foresters  cut  these  trees 
before  they  get  sick.  This 
gives  little  trees  more  room 
to  grow. 

You  can  tell  how  old  a 
tree  is  by  the  growth 
rings.  Count  them.
